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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department is in a good state of discipline and ef- 
ficiency. Reference is made to the report of the engineers 
appended hereto, for particular information. An appropria- 
tion of $8,000 is recommended for the year ensuing. 


POLICE. 


There have been no changes in the police force during the 
past year, and the business of the department has been car- 
ried on as well as could be expected with the small force 
which we now have. Thereport of the Chief of Police will 
give full information as to the details of the work of the force. 

It seems to us very desirable that the number of patrolmen 
should be increased, in order that the ‘‘three-relief system” 


may be adopted, by which system the whole town will be — 


protected during the whole of the twenty-four hours. 

Under the present system, but four patrolman are on duty 
in our streets during the day, and six at night, supplemented 
by a mounted officer during the afternoon and evening ; but 
between the hours of six and seven P. M., and four and seven 
A. M., even this small number is withdrawn, and most of the 
beats left entirely uncovered. 

With five more men, this difficulty may be obviated and 
the whole of our territory properly patrolled at all hours of 
the day and night. 

We therefore recommend an appropriation of twenty thou- 
sand dollars ($20,000) for the ensuing year. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The public buildings are in good condition, and (except 
the town hall) will need no considerable repairs during the 
ensuing year. An appropriation of $1,500 is recommended. 


& 
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PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


The public grounds are in good condition, except the play- 
ground in Brookline avenue. No recommendation is made 
respecting this play-ground, as it seems well to wait until the 
proposed improvement of Muddy River is carried out before 
doing anything concerning it. 

The Cypress street lot was sold by auction in conformity 
with the instructions of the town at the annual meeting, to 
James M. Seamans, who was the highest bidder, for the sum 
of $10,000. The board recommend the town to pass a vote 
ratifying the sale and conveyance to Mr. Seamans. No ac- 
tion has been taken respecting the Heath street estate, and 
the board suggest the expediency of authorizing the next 
board of Selectmen to dispose of the same for such price as 
ean be obtained. 

The play-ground on Cypress street had seats placed upon 
it early in the season, for the convenience of those who use 
it. The fence was repaired and painted, but it will not be a 
great while before the town will be called upon to make an 
appropriation for a new fence. The flag-staff has been 
painted and had new signal halyards during the summer. 


SEWERS. 


The sewers constructed during the year are as follows : 

One in Aspinwall avenue and St. Paul street, commencing 
at the junction of Aspinwall avenue and Brook street, and 
continuing up St. Paul street to a point opposite St. Paul’s 
church. Cost of sewer and catch-basins, $904.40. 

One in Prescott street, in front of estates of A. A. Law- 
rence and Theo. F. Von Arnim, Esqs., to Mountfort street, 
at a cost of $543.20. 

One in Washington street, from a point opposite the 
residence of Henry Collins, Esq., to School street. Cost 
of same, $1,386.89. 
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The sewer in Walter avenue has been continued across 
Washington street, and connected with the sewer in Brook- 
line avenue. ‘This sewer was originally connected with the 
old sewer in Washington street, but owing to the flat grade 
of the old sewer, we were troubled with back-water in Wal- 
ter avenue and other sewers connected therewith. The cost 
of this work was $585.12. 


MAIN SEWER. 


As many of our citizens are aware, the main sewer crosses 
the sewer along the railroad, at a point just below the Gas 
Co.’s coal shed, and at about the same grade as the other sewer ; © 
and in order not to obstruct the flow of water in the sewer 
along the railroad, openings were left through the sides of 
the new main sewer, through which the water might pass. 
This, while it accomplished that purpose, also allowed the 
sewage which was forced back by every incoming tide, to 
escape into the brook and be carried up and down the brook, 
and also through the brook which crosses the play-ground, 
to the rear of the houses on Brookline avenue. At the time 
the main sewer was built, the amount of sewage passing 
through it being small, no great inconvenience was felt from 
it, but the amount having largely increased, it became a 
nuisance which could not longer be tolerated. Accordingly, 
we have had the main sewer carried under the sewer along 
the railroad and the nuisance thereby abated. The cost of 
this work was $1,570.13. : 


The above amounts have all been paid from the receipts 
from sewer assessments, as per vote of the town passed at 
the last annual meeting. 

The Thayer place sewer has been completed, and all legal 
assessments have been made on all the before-mentioned 
sewers and the bills placed in the hands of the Town Treas- 
urer for collection. 

There are now no applications for sewers on file.

SEWER IN THE VILLAGE. 


At the last annual meeting an appropriation of $1.500 
was made for the purpose of settling the claims of persons 
who had rights of drainage in the sewer known as the sewer 
in the village, and who had been ordered by previous boards 
of health to cease from draining therein. One person only, 
viz., Mr. Jacob Morlock, has obeyed the order of the Board 
of Health, he having changed his drainage in the early part 
of the year 1880, and presented his claims. They have been 
settled. See Treasurer’s report. 


STREET LAMPS. 


During the past year the streets of the town have been 
lighted in part by gas supplied by the Brookline Gas Light 
Co., and in part by kerosene burned in lamps with the 
Ritchie reflectors furnished by Messrs. Ritchie & Sons. 

The lamps have been lighted all night and every night ex- 
cepting five nights in each lunar month, at the time of the 
full moon. There are now in use throughout the town 401 
gas lamps and 85 kerosene. 

Since the last report nine additional lamps have been 
lighted, viz: One gas light on Davis avenue and one on 
Gorham avenue, and four kerosene lights on Tappan street, 
two on Davis avenue, and one on Thayer street. 

Several petitions have been received for lamps in addition 
to the above, to be placed in different localities throughout the 
town, some of which seem to be necessary; and the board 
would ask for an appropriation of $1,000 for the purpose of 
erecting lamp posts in such situations as may be deemed 
important.

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TOWN HALL. 


The board elected Willard Y. Gross janitor and special 
police officer for the Town Hall. During the year there have 
been repairs and improvements to the, interior of the build- 
ing costing about $500. We would recommend the appro- 
priation of the sum of $2,500, for the care and the interior 
repairs of the hall for the year ensuing. 

The exterior of the Town Hall needs extensive repairs. 
The tin roofing is in very poor condition, and will need to be 
thoroughly repaired or wholly replaced. The gutters of the 
building, which are made of galvanized iron, leak badly, let- 
ting the water flow back of the coving, and the whole stone 
work of the hall needs to be examined and pointed with 
cement. 

The board would ask for a special appropriation of $1,500 
to make the necessary outside repairs on the Town Hall.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The contract for furnishing coal for the town buildings 
was awarded to Shepard Robbins & Son, at $6.16 per ton. 

On petition of the abuttors, the way known as “ Edge 
Hill road” has been laid out as a town-way, and the laying 
out will be submitted to the town at the annual meeting. 

The petition to lay out Babcock street as a town-way was 
considered, but, in consequence of the exorbitant demands 
of those who own the fee of the street, it seemed inexpedi- 
ent to grant the petition, and it was therefore laid upon the 
table. | 

Petitions to lay out Sewall avenue, and a new road over 
Aspinwall hill from Washington street to Tappan street, have 
been received, but the Selectmen have not yet taken final 
action upon them. 

The request of the Boston & Albany Railroad ,Company, 
to lay out a foot-way crossing its tracks to Washington street, 
was considered, and after a public hearing it was thought 
to be inexpedient to grant the request. 
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An application for a location of telegraph poles in Wash- 
ington and School streets and Aspinwall avenue, has been 
received and considered, but has not received final action. 

An application for a location of the Inland Railroad 
Company has been received by the board, and is now under 
consideration. 

The bond of Town Treasurer was fixed at $50,000 for the 
ensuing year. 

Full information respecting the suits against the town will 
be found in the report of the attorneys of the town, Messrs. 
M. & C. A. Williams, hereto appended. ‘The suit of James 
McMahon against the town was, upon advice of counsel, 
settled by the payment of $300. 

The Selectmen annex a list of appropriations which they 
recommend the town to make at the annual meeting. 

The reports of the several officers at the head of depart- 
ments of the business of the board are appended.

Walnut street from Cypress street to Boylston street, 
Cypress street from Boylston street to Chestnut street, 
Sewall, Chestnut, Warren, Dudley, Heath, Pond Hammond, 
Grove, South, Newton, Clyde; Cottage, and Avon streets, 
and Goddard avenue. 
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The board added to the duties of Superintendent of 
Streets the supervision of the watering of the streets and 
the supervision and care of the watering carts. The report 
of the Superintendent of Streets is appended. The board 
take pleasure in commending this officer for the manner in 
which his duties have been performed. 

There have been constructed an unusual amount of new side- 
walks the past year. These walks were absolutely necessary. 
During the ensuing year, however, it is believed that there 
will be less need for new side-walks, and a less amount of 
money will be needed than was appropriated for that purpose 
last year. The need of extensive repairs in some streets will 
require a larger expenditure for highways than was made last 
year, and that, added to the fact of the advance of wages, 
has compelled the board to ask for an appropriation of 
$18,000 for the care of highways. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health elected Geerge K. Sabine, M. D., 
agent of the Board of Health, at a salary of $200. His 
report is appended, and reference thereto is made for particu- 
lars concerning this department. 

A contract was made with Francis Mealey, to remove house 
offal for the year, for $250.

CRIMES AND MISDEMEANORS. 


Of the 194 arrested for the offence of drunkenness, 36 have 
been released on becoming sober, and a spirit of repent- 
ance and a desire to do better manifested. In dealing 
with this class of unfortunates, I have endeavored to reform 
as well as to punish, and am happy to say, in some instances 
have been successful. A helping hand sometimes has a 
wonderful effect on a man when he expects a kick. There 
is room for plenty of work in this direction. Any in- 
dividual or organization instrumental in saving any person 
from this blighting curse, the cause of a large percentage of 
crime, (the records of our penal institutions and lunatic 
asylums will verify this statement,) will not only have the 
satisfaction of saving an individual, but of rendering happy 
an otherwise blighted home.

Any and all suggestions or efforts by officers towards re- 
forming this class of offenders without severe punishment, 
by probation or otherwise, has been promptly endorsed and 
carried out by our Trial Justice. 

Of the number arrested the past year for drunkenness, 
117 were non-residents. . 


BREAKING, ENTERING AND BURGLARY. 


Nine dwelling-houses, five stables, one store and one shop, 
have been broken into and robbed of property of more or 
less value, the past year. In all except two cases of dwelling- 
houses the loss has been trifling. The parties who burglar- 
ized dwelling-houses in the town, in October, November and 
December last, are believed to be in custody, awaiting trial, 
the evidence against them being conclusive. 

The placing of offenders on probation, especially that class 
named by the law as juvenile offenders, those under 17 years 
of age, has been attended with excellent results. (See 
Report of Probation Officer.) |Reformatory institutions, 
especially our houses of correction, seldom reform their 
inmates; hence, every effort should be made to reform 
offenders, more especially the juvenile class, outside of our 
penal institutions, as the stigma of ‘*jail-bird” sticks to them 
and often renders them more desperate and vicious. 


Tuer Mounrep SERVICE. 


The usefulness and necessity of a mounted police has 
never been better demonstrated than in the past year. In 
discovering and removing obstructions in the outlying streets 
of the town, many times the extra cost of the mounted service 
may have been saved. It is also of great use in regulating 
driving, preventing fast and reckless driving, and in pursuing 
and stopping runaway horses. In one instance a noted crim- 
inal was caught and brought to justice, whose capture could 
not have been effected except by.a mounted officer. 
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STREET-LIGHTS. 


Street-lights are recognized by intelligent police authorities 
everywhere as important police agents. While acknowledg- 
ing that our street-lights have been kept in excellent order 
the past year, I believe the practice of omitting the lights 
a certain number of nights in the month is a dangerous one. 
There are several locations in which more street-lights 
should be maintained as a matter of safety to travellers and 
citizens. The southerly portion of Cypress and Chestnut 
streets are, in my opinion, deficient in street-lights ; also, a 
part of Warren street, and several locations in the Longwood 
district. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Telephone as a police agent has been of great value 
the past year, and its use in constantly increasing. 

The necessity for an increase in the number of patrolmen 
has been more apparent the past year than ever before,— an 
increase sufficient to maintain three police reliefs in the thickly 
inhabited parts of the town, instead of two as now, organ- 
ized to the end that the town may be protected the whole 
twenty-four hours of the day. Nearly every case of house- 
breaking which has occurred in town the past year, has been 
committed between the police reliefs. 

I have found it necessary the past year to employ one offi- 
cer on special duty a large part of the time. Officer Paige 
has been detailed for this purpose and has done some ex- 
cellent work, in the way of convicting house-breakers and 
thieves. Also, as agent of the Overseers of the Poor, his 
services have been valuable to the town. 


CONCLUSION. 


The officers have generously given me their support, and 
have, in and out of season, promptly and cheerfully responded 
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to every call, and cheerfully complied with all orders given. 
This has made the business of the year one which I shall be 
pleased to compare with previous years. 

My dealings with officers of other places have been of the 
most pleasant nature. To the police authorities at City Hall, 
Boston, I am under great obligations for valuable assistance 
cheerfully given at all times.

REPORT ON SUITS IN WHICH THE 
TOWN IS A PARTY.

Fimst,— 

THe MOTHER BROOK AND NEPONSET RIVER MILL OWNERS 
Us. 
THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 

These are nine suits pending in the Superior Court for the 
recovery of damages alleged to have been sustained by the 
owners of mill privileges, by reason of the taking of the 
water of Charles river. 

After the Commissioners’ award had been rendered, as set 
forth in last year’s report, the cases were taken by appeal to 
the Superior Court, and at the October term, 1881, the pre- 
liminary question, whether the petitions had been filed within 
the time prescribed by law, was tried by agreement of coun- 
sel, in order to save the expense of a protracted inquiry into 
the question of damages, which would be rendered unneces- 
sary by a decision in favor of the town on the preliminary 
question. 

All the cases were tried together, and the jury returned a 
verdict against the town, on this preliminary question. 

A motion for a new trial was then made, and argued in 
behalf of the town, and this motion was overruled. 
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The cases will now go to the Supreme Court, on the 
questions of law raised at the trial. 

Should these questions of law be decided adversely to 
the town, so that no new trial can be had upon this prelimi- 
nary question, the town will still have the right to a trial by 
jury, upon the: question whether the petitioners have sus- 
tained any damages. 


SECOND,— 


THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE vs. CHARLES G. MACKINTOSH. 


This is a bill in equity brought by the Selectmen, in 
pursuance of a vote of the town, passed at a town meeting 
held in November, 1880, for the purpose of restraining the 
defendant from corrupting the waters of Charles river at a 
point some 4,000 feet above the pumping station. 

The case was reported by Mr. Justice Soule, to the full 
bench of the Supreme Court, and was argued in March, 1881, 
but no decision has been made by the Court. 


THIRD,— 
Henry. H. RICHARDSON vs. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This was an action brought to recover back the sum of 
$282.71, being the amount of taxes which the plaintiff 
alleged had been illegally assessed upon him. 

The plaintiff abandoned his action without bringing it to 
trial. 


FourtH,— . 
JAMES MCMAHON vs. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This was an action for damages for injuries alleged to 
have been sustained by the plaintiff, by falling on the ice 
upon the sidewalk on Emerald street. 

The plaintiff claimed that his ancle was badly pela 
and that the injury was likely to be of a permanent nature. 
He set his damages at two thousand dollars. 
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The case has now been settled by the payment of three 
hundred dollars. 


FirtH,— 

THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE vs. JOHN LANNON. 

This was an action brought to recover $68.52 paid by the 
town for the support of the defendant’s wife, at the Danvers 
Lunatic Asylum, and was decided in favor of the town, and 
the full amount recovered and paid over.

The coal-tar concrete placed on the Longwood bridge in 
the fall of 1880 proved worthless, and was removed in Octo- 
ber last; the experiment cost the Town nothing. It will be 
necessary, during the next year, to re-plank that part of the 
bridge which was not done in 1880. 

I desire to call your attention to the fact that Washington 
street and Boylston street will need repairing during the 
- coming season. ‘These very much travelled thoroughf: ares 
are the widest in the town, and will require a very large 
quantity of crushed stone to put them in good condition. 
Re-building fences will also form a large item in our expenses 
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this year; and if the city of Boston shall finally decide to 
build its new high-service reservoir on Fisher Hill, and lay a 
thirty-inch main to West Roxbury through our streets, there 
will be a large quantity of good road material left on the line 
of the trench, which we should use on our roads instead of 
allowing it to be carried off. I mention these facts that 
they may, have their proper weight in determining the 
amount to be appropriatéd for this department for the coming 
year. 


THAYER STREET AND THAYER PLACE. 


These streets were finished in May last and are now in 
good condition, and will need very little repairs for some 
time. ;

CARE OF SEWERS. 


An examination of the village sewer late in the fall, showed 
that the lower end was again filled up, from two to two and 
one-half feet in depth of all kinds of filth being held back, 
first, by the new main sewer, which crosses the village sewer 
at Brookline avenue, and second, by the bed of Muddy river, 
which is now two feet higher than the bottom of the sewer 
which drains into it. This trouble will continue until the 
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channel of Muddy river is deepened enough to allow the free 
passage of water from the sewer into it. 

The channel along the railroad was cleaned out, and the 
catch-basins and culverts were kept cleaned, and in good 
condition.

The plot at the junction of Boylston, Heath and Brighton 
streets, was enclosed with a neat curbstone, and the old 
drinking fountain was replaced with one of the Boston 
pattern, from which the water flows only as it is used. The 
usual work on the various public lots, and around the public 
buildings, was done,—the total expenditure being $571.50. 


* CoLLEcTING ASHES. 


The cost of collecting the ashes and dry dirt throughout 
the town, was $985.14, exclusive of the value of the labor of 
the horses employed. 

The customary schedule of property belonging to the 
department is appended.

REPORT OF THE AGENT OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


ABATEMENT OF NUISANCES. 


During the year the board has procured the abatement of 
more than twenty nuisances. ‘There have been two prosecu- 
tions for non-compliance with the orders of the board. 

A number of houses have been inspected as to their sani- 
ary condition, at the request of the owners or occupants. 


REMOVAL OF HovuskE-OFFAL. 


A contract was made and executed with Francis Mealey, 
for the removal of house-offal for the period of one year, 
from May Ist, 1881, the contract being the same as that of 
1880, viz: said Mealey to receive $250.00 for his services. 


LICENSES. 


Twenty licenses have been granted and renewed for the 
collection of grease, bones, etc. 

On July 5th J. D. Gutterson was licensed as funeral under- 
taker in place of T. S. Pettengill, deceased. 


NuMBER oF DeEatus DURING THE YEAR. . 


The number of deaths within the town is one hundred and 
forty-one, against one hundred and twenty-three last year. 
Ten were from typhoid fever, seven from diphtheria, four 
from membranous croup, and one from scarlet fever. 
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A weekly return of the deaths is made to both the National 
and State Boards of Health.

SMALL-Pox. 


In May a case of small-pox occurred in a boarding-house 
in Harvard square. The patient, a young Irish servant- 
woman, had but lately come to this country and had been in 
Brookline, when taken ill, only a few days. She was im- 
mediately removed to a small house on Heath street, which 
was previously vacant, but then fitted up for the purpose, 
provided with nurses, etc. All precautions were taken to 
prevent aspread of the disease and fortunately no other cases 
occurred. The small house on Heath street, which was 
used as a pest-house, was afterwards leased for the remainder 
of the year. | 

Should a number of cases of small-pox occur at the same 
time and it be desirable to remove them, it would be abso- 
lutely impossible to do so, as the house is too small to ac- 
commodate more than one, or at most two. The town should 
be provided with a more suitable building for the purpose. 

Small-pox now prevails to a greater or less extent in more 
than twenty of the States and has been the cause of more 
than 4,000 deaths during the last year. In view of the fact 
that cases are liable to occur at any time in our own com- 
munity, the importance of thorough vaccination and re-vacci- 
tion can not be overestimated. 


TyPpHoIp FEVER. 


During August, September and October, typhoid fever 
‘ again prevaded as an epidemic, but unlike that of 1879, the 
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cases With very few exceptions were confined to certain local- 
ities, namely, that part of the town known as the ‘‘ Marsh” 
and ‘‘ Kimball’s, Farm.” 

Not less than thirty cases and six deaths occurred on Brook- 
line avenue and a part of Pearl street, which runs parallel 
to and only a few rods from it. 


Muppy Brook. 


‘The board in connection with the Boston Board of Health, 
employed J. W. Steere, as during a number of previous 
years, to tend the tide-gate on Brookline avenue, from the 
beginning of May till the first of November. The stream 
is exceedingly filthy, owing to the presence of sewage mat- 
ter, hence the importance of keeping the flats covered with 
water as much as possible during the hot weather. 


SPECIAL ORDERS. 


The special orders passed in 1880, relating to the removal 
of dead bodies of persons in public vehicles, the emptying 
of vaults, the removal of manure from the livery and horse- 
car stables, were re-issued last year. The order first passed 
in 1876, requiring that all cases of diphtheria, scarlet fever 
and small-pox shall be reported to the board, still remains in 
force.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
ENGINEERS. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: 


The Fire Department of this town consists, the same as last 
year, of three hose companies and one hook and ladder com- 
pany. The companies occupy the same quarters as last year. 
The Longwood company occupy the property of Dr. Law- 
rence, as tenants-at-will. The Board of Engineers would 
recommend that some steps be taken by the town to secure 
permanent quarters for that company, if it is to be retained 
in service. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus is in good condition, with exception of the 
Steam Fire Engine, which needs some few repairs; but at 
the same time, the steamer is ready at a moment’s notice to 
perform her part. 

The board would recommend the purchase of a Chemical 
Horse Engine for Longwood, to take the place of the hose 
company, which the Engineers think would be a better pro- 
tection for that part of the town. The first cost of engine, 
horses, harnesses, etc., would be about twenty-five hundred 
dollars.. The cost of maintaining this branch of the depart- 
ment, exclusive of the rent of building for storing engine and 
stabling horses, would be about twelve hundred and fifty 
dollars per year. If the town will purchase a watering-cart, 
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the driver and horses might be used in watering the Long- 
wood district, for which the town now pays one hundred 
dollars per month. The cost of maintaining the hose com- 
pany the past year was five hundred dollars, and this amount 
must be increased rather than diminished. Therefore, we 
think if the two things are combined the expense would be 
no greater than it now is, and the efficiency of the department 
greatly increased. 

We therefore recommend that the sum of twenty-five 
hundred dollars be appropriated for the purchase of a chemi- 


cal engine and a pair of horses and harnesses, and other 
necessary equipments. 


Horsks. 


The horses number the same as last year; and as in years 
previous, have been used watering two districts during the 
warm weather, or in fact from April 1st until December Ist. 


BUILDINGS. 


The buildings under the charge of the Engineers need 
some repairs,—new troughs for washing hose in both houses, 


and partially new floor in upper house, and some oiling and 
painting. 


HyDRANTS AND RESERVOIRS. 


We reported last year one hundred and sixty-four hydrants 
and nine reservoirs. The Water Board the present year have 


caused six additional hydrants to be. placed on the line of | 
their pipes. 


Hose. 


We have at present 3600 feet of cotton hose in good con- 


dition, and 1500 in fair condition to be used only under light 
pressure. 
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TELEPHONE. 


As stated in last year’s report, the engine houses are con- 
nected with the telephone lines. As we have no fire-alarm 
telegraph, this has proved to be of great value as a means 
of communication with the department, but with an expen- 
diture of two hundred dollars the system could be greatly 
improved. ‘The alarm in the engine houses is given from the | 
central office by signals struck upon the small bells attached 
to the transmitters. As these bells were never intended for 
this use they do not give sufficient alarm, and should be re- 
placed by the regular fire-alarm gong and striker. A sepa- 
rate wire should also be run between the engine houses, so as 
to make an independent circuit. This we are informed can 
be done for the sum named above. 

The charge for the use of the telephone the past year was 
six dollars per month; the price having been changed, it will 
now be eight dollars per month. 

The Engineers would recommend that the sum of $300 be 
appropriated to place the additional fixtures in the engine 
houses and maintain the use of the telephone. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Last year the sum of $7,400 was appropriated for the 
current expenses of the Fire Department, watering two dis- 
tricts and care of the police horses, — which the Engineers 
found insufficient to maintain the department. Consequently 
- they had to notify the Selectmen in May, that the Longwood 
company would have to be disbanded, and a number of much 
needed repairs on houses would have to be omitted, in order 
to keep within the appropriation. 

This year the Engineers would recommend that the sum of 
$8,500 be appropriatad for the current expenses of the Fire 
Department as now constituted, watering two districts, care 
of two police horses, and inside repairs of houses and fire 
apparatus. ;

We have expended for the support and relief 
of the poor .

But of this amount no less an expense than $918.30 was 
‘incurred in the leasing and furnishing of a building fora 
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small-pox hospital, and the support, care, nurse and physi- 
cian of Ann Cox, a patient therein, and a State pauper, a 
sudden and unexpected event, the cost of which fell of ne- 
cessity to the poor appropriation. The bill in this case has 
been rendered to the State Board of Health, Lunacy and 
Charity, and there is a good prospect of its being paid to 
the town. 

The sum of $2.137.74 of the expenditure for 1881, was 
on account of 25 children supported for the whole or part of 
the year; 9 of them in private families, and 16 in Institu- 
tions and Almshouses. Some of these are orphans, some 
are motherless with no female relatives to care for them, 
others have been deserted by their parents, and others still, 
are the children of drunken fathers or mothers. 


ALMSHOUSE. 


The Overseers present the following report upon the mat- 
ter of establishing an Almshouse, referred to the board by 
vote of the town: 


The unsatisfactory results of the system of out-door relief 
for the poor of the town which have come to the knowledge 
of the present Board of Overseers, have forced them to con- 
sider the advisability of building an almshouse, and to ask 
themselves whether, by adopting a system of in-door relief, 
they should not secure greater comfort for those necessarily 
dependent, and stimulate the idle and shiftless to greater 
exertions for their own support. 7 

In looking at this question we must remember that Brook- 
line is no longer what it was seventy, or even fifty years 
ago,—a country town with only a few poor families in its 
borders, whose wants were real and simple. 
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With the increase of population all the conditions of our 
poor have changed and become much more complicated. As 
we remain independant of Boston, we have none of the assist- 
ance in disposing of our poor which accrues to the suburban 
towns. Roxbury, Dorchester, Jamiaca Plains, Brighton 
and Charlestown, can relieve themselves of a certain class of 
their paupers by sending them to Deer or Rainsford Islands, 
while it is well known to the Overseers of the Poor in Boston, * 
that paupers move to Brookline in order to avail themselves 
of our more lavish and more agreeable form of relief. 

The fact that as long as we have no almshouse the town is 
liable for house rent for its paupers, makes Brookline a most 
attractive residence for that undesirable class. 

In comparing the statistics of pauper expenses in the 
towns in the state which have nearly the same population as 
Brookline, (in each case having a larger number of paupers 
than we, but which are provided with almshouses,) we find 


the following results for the year ending March, 1881:

In administering the Poor Fund, we come at once upon 
the difficulties belonging to cities: A great number of ap- 
plicants, a disposition to imposition, a lack of the spirit of 
independence, extortionate demands and an alarming neglect 
of the commonest duties of parents to children, and children 
to parents. | 

We also find, through our experience with State paupers, 
that the man who will not support his family while there is 
any hope of their being supported at home by out-door 
relief, will find the means to do so, when the alternative 
proposed to him is the State Almshouse ; or the woman who 
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cannot afford to ‘* keep” her old mother in her own house, 
will do so when it is proposed to send her to the Almshouse. 

We know so many instances of this kind, that we are 
forced to believe that the poor of this town need the dread 
of ‘* going to the house,” as they call it, held before them 
in tangible shape, to stimulate them to proper exertions for 
their own support, and to a frugality of life which would 
at least partially provide for their old age. 

A still more pressing difficulty is the unsatisfactoriness of 
any provision we are able to make for the children of our 
paupers, and the erying need of some provision for reforma- 
tory and industrial education, such as might prevent their 
following in the footsteps of their parents, or sinking even 
below their level. 

The poor-law as it now stands, obliges the town to sup- 
port, for an indefinite term of years, any needy person and 
his family who can prove that he has paid his poll-tax for 
three years out of a residence of five. The plea that there 
is no work to be had is a sufficient one for making the demand, 
and men with large families shamelessly appeal to the town 
for support during the winter, who might, had they been 
provident during the summer, when work is abundant, have 
secured themselves against want. 

The pauper knows how to avail himself of every inch of 
the law, however ill he may be informed on other topics. 

The husband deserts his wife and children, knowing that 
his three paid poll-tax bills will oblige the town to support 
them. | 

The son who is able to earn good wages, leaves the town, 
throwing his old mother, whose settlement is certain, upon 
the care of the Overseers. 

The termagant drives her husband from his home, and 
bringing his tax bills to the board, throws the support of 
her children upon the town, and goes to live out, which she 
greatly prefers. 
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It is such cases as these, which are nof imaginary, that the 
Overseers believe would be best resisted by an almshouse, 
and in various forms they are constantly occurring. 

In looking at the experience of other large towns and cities 
we find that they have universally decided against out-door 
relief. Brooklyn, N. Y, abandoned it in 1878, and the sta- 
tistics show not only that there*is no increase in the expend- 
iture for the poor, but that the numbers in the almshouses + 
and hospitals are certainly smaller than before the change. 
It is also found that the charitable societies in the city have 
expended less.

The same results are found in Philadelphia, where out- 
door relief was given up in 1879, and even taking into ac- 
count the improvement in the times during those years, 
these facts show that the change was an economy rather than 
an extravagance. : 

In England, the Commissioners on the Poor Laws con- 
demned out-door relief in their report of 1834, nearly fifty 
years ago, and gave, in substance, these reasons for their 
opinion: F%rst,—That it saps habits of industry. Second, 
—That it discourages habits of frugality. Third—That it 
encourages improvident and wretched marriages. ourth,— 
That it produces discontent. 

In the report of 1874, of the Brixworth Union, England, 
we find the following remarks, which are much to our point : 

‘Tt will be said, with truth, that figures do not represent 
the whole of the case. They may show a satisfactory bal- 
ance-sheet to the rate-payers, but tell nothing of the moral 
effect upon the poor; and the reduction in rates and pauper- 
ism may be due to an increased amount of suffering to the 
poor, which we have no right to inflict. 
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‘‘With the assistance of the relieving officer, each case 
that was struck off the out-door relief list has been watched, 
as far as it was possible to do so, and the subsequent condi- 
tion and manner of living carefully recorded. During the 
year 1875, out-door relief has been discontinued from 241 
paupers. Of these, two have died, three have accepted 
the offer of the house, twelve have left the district, nine are 
maintaining themselves, with occasional help from relatives, 
fifty-five are supported by relatives who seem well able to do 
it, and one hundred and sixty are entirely supporting them- 
selves in the district ; and of these, only seven appear to have 
any difficulty in doing so, while four out of the seven are 
cases manifestly requiring relief, but who persistently refuse 
to go to the work-house.” ‘ . 

Many other statements to the like effect might be quoted 
from the English reports, and it does not seem unfair to com-— 
pare the condition of our poor with that of their country 
districts. 

We are aware of the difficulties in administering an alms- 
house, and of the liabilities to abuse and extravagance which 
exist In any such institution ; but we believe that the dangers 
from this source are not inherent, and that they may be 
guarded against by sufficient vigilance, and are far less than 
fhoee we are encountering every day under our present sys- 
tem. In fact, we believe that the same amount of time and 
thought now expended by the Overseers of the Poor, would 
secure a faithful administration, and much better results, 
were it applied to a system of in-door relief. 

We do not hesitate to say that in spite of every effort on 
our part to make careful inquiries in each case, and. to apply 
the work-test as far as lies in our power, we believe that the 
system of out-door relief is encouraging the growth of 
‘pauperism in the town. 

The board would therefore recommend for adult paupers, 
an almshouse provided with a hospital ward for the sick, and 
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with a work-test for able-bodied paupers. We are at present 
wholly without proper arrangements for the sick and helpless, 
and have been unable, even at heavy expense, to make suitable 
provisions during the past year, for cases of suffering for 
which we were responsible. ~ 

This leaves unprovided for a large number of children now 
dependent on the town, whose education is the heaviest re- 
responsibility to be met by the Overseers. The law no longer 
allows them to be detained in almshouses, and forces us there- 
fore to make other provisions for them. We are dissatisfied 
with’ such homes as we can find for them in private institu- 
tions. They receive no industrial education or other training 
to fit them for self-support, and are liable to be thrown back 
on our hands at sixteen years of age, wholly unable to provide 
for themselves. 

There are various methods of meeting this difficulty, which 
should be carefully considered. 

It is perhaps enough to say at this time, that under the 
present system, many of the pauper children of this town 
are growing up, not only to swell the number of the idle and 
shiftless, but to join the ranks of the drunkard and _ the 
criminal. 


Several different localities have been examined in the town, 
as to their availability for a site for an almshouse, and there 
can be but little doubt-that a suitable lot of land could be 
purchased on the outskirts of the town, for from $300 to $509 
per acre, and that a plain, substantial house, capable of ac- 
commodating some twenty-five persons, and one that could 
be enlarged, or would answer as a wing to a much larger 
building, should it be necessary so to enlarge at a future 
time, together with necessary out-buildings, could be erected 
at a cost not exceeding $7,000. Under the vote of the town, 
the Overseers of the Poor have not thought it necessary to 
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take any action as to recommending any particular locality or 
plan of building, but they have no doubt but that the appro- 
priation of $12,000 would be ample to cover all the expenses 
as regards the cost of real estate.

At the meeting for organization, held March 25th, Oliver 
Whyte was elected chairman. There has been no change in 
the officers and employés since the last report.

STREET-MAINS. 


The 6-inch mains authorized by the town at the annual 
March meeting, to be laid in Goddard and Englewood 
avenues, and Beacon street, have been completed. The 
parties principally interested have signed an agreement 
guaranteeing 5 per cent. per annum for five years, on the 
total cost of the extension. 

The 14-inch main to connect the resorvoir, via Boylston 
street, with the main in Cypress street, has been laid, and 
now all the water supplied the town east of Heath and 
Brighton streets, is distributed through the resorvoir, thus 
keeping up a constant circulation in the basin, and preventing 
stagnation. | 
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There have been put in during the year in different parts 
of the town, sixty-one service-pipes, making the whole num- 
ber laid since the introduction of water, 1035. 

A petition has been presented from the Aspinwall Land 
Co., for the laying of a main in the new street over their 
property, connecting Tappan street with Washington street, 
and the company has agreed that if the main be laid, to 
guarantee an income to the water works of 5 per cent. per 
annum for five years, on the cost thereof, in consideration of 
which the Water Board advise the town to have the exten- 
sion made, at an estimated cost of $4,000. z 


ENGINEER’S House. 


According to a vote of the town, authorizing the building 
of a dwelling-house near the pumping station for the use of 
the engineer, the board has caused to be built a substantial 
brick house, one and one half stories in height, with slated 
mansard roof, using therefor as far as was practicable, the 
material from the old pumping station, and it was occupied 
by the family of the engineer in November last. 

The wooden house formerly occupied by the engineer has 
remained vacant since his removal, and from its isolated as 
well as exposed situation, we consider it in great danger of 
being seriously damaged or even burned by tramps or evil 
disposed persons, and would advise the town to dispose of it 
at as early a day as possible ; and the board ask for authority 
to sell it either at auction or private sale, as may appear to 
be for the best interest of the town,—the purchaser to move 
the building off the town land. : 


Roor or Pump-House. 


At the last annual town meeting the board asked for and 
received an appropriation of $475 to repair the defects in the 
roof of the pumping station, which defects arose from the 
faulty planning or construction thereof, as was shown in our 
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report at that time. This appropriation asked for was based 
on the estimates made by builders in the fall of 1880, who 
made an examination of the roof, and judged that if the part 
over the boiler-room was secured, that over the engine-room, 
as it was not subjected to so great heat, would remain in 
position ; but upon later examination it is found that all the 
roofing with the exception of that covering the coal-room, 
(where the construction ‘is on a different plan,) is defective, 
and will have to be repaired, thereby costing more than the 
first estimate ; consequently the board concluded to do noth- 
ing in the way of repairs, but to again bring the subject 
before the town, and ask for a new appropriation of $550, 
—the amount appropriated last year having lapsed into the 
treasury. 


FUEL. 


A bridge and tramway for the convenience of handling 
coal at the pump works was built last spring, and has proved 
a great success. We are now able to store between 400 and 
500 tons of coal, and one man can receive from the teams 
and house 300 tons in one day. From the time of the re- 
moval of the pumping engines to their present location, until 
the tramway was completed and ready for use, in May last, 
owing to the difficulty in handling the coal, only enough 
could be received at any one time to feed the boilers for 
more than one or two weeks, and therefore we were obliged 
to have it carted from Boston as it was wanted ; but early in. 
the spring, as we were then in condition to handle a large 
amount, we ordered on favorable terms 400 tons, which was 
about a year’s supply, to be delivered at the Spring street 
railroad station about the first of May, but in consequence of 
several unavoidable and vexatious delays, among which was 
the sinking in the sound of a barge laden with coal for us, 
on the way from New York to Providence, our order was not 
filled until late in the summer, and we were therefore obliged 
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to buy during this delay, as before, from week to week. We 
have thus bought and paid for during the past year, a supply 
of coal sufficient to last eighteen months, and have at the 
present time enough in the coal-house to last till August next. 
The payment for so large a quantity, however, has drawn un- 
usually and unexpectedly upon the appropriation for mainte- 
nance, so that there is a deficiency in that account of $800 ; 
but as it is found that coal can be purchased at better rates 
during May or June than at any other season, and that it can 
be carted and delivered in the summer much better than in 
the early spring, we now ask the town to make a special 
appropriation to cover the arrearages mentioned, so that ad- 
vantage may be taken of a favorable time for buying and 
delivery ; otherwise, the board with the usual appropriation 
of $8,000 for maintenance, can only purchase six month’s 
supply of coal this year, and will be compelled to purchase 
the supply for 1883, to be delivered in February or March, 
at probably a much greater cost than if procured some 
months later. 


WASTE OF WATER. 


The board would particularly call the attention of citizens 
who are water-takers, to that part of the report of the 
Superintendent herewith annexed, which consists of extracts 
from tables kept by him, showing the consumption and the 
waste of water. ‘These extracts show a fair average of the 
waste during the year, and are made from the record of an 
indicator at the gate-house, which registers the amount of 
water leaving the resorvoir at any and every hour during the 
day and night, and they indicate the quantity of water drawn 
from the reservoir between the hours of 12 o’clock midnight, 
and 4 A. M., between which hours it is assumed that in a 
town situated as Brookline is, with no manufactories, and the 
water used presumably only for family purposes, the quantity 
legitimately consumed would be hardly appreciable; but 
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granting that with water running at night at the various 
watering troughs, and for other real wants there is drawn 
3,000 gallons, there still remain 35,000 gallons to be charged 
solely to the neglect of shutting off faucets, and defective 
plumbing, making at this rate for each 24 hours an average 
waste of 210,000 gallons, or 44 per cent. of all the water 
pumped. 

The board have used great exertions to prevent so large a 
waste, but unless some new system, such as the general in- 
troduction of meters, or the citizens will personally attend to 
it, not only in the premises occupied by them, but also in the 
tenement houses and stables in which they have an interest, 
the board seem to be powerless to prevent the waste. Sevy- 
eral times we have caused to be visited the localities where 
the greatest waste appeared to exist, and by insisting that the 
plumbing should be repaired, with threats that the water 
would be shut off, have for a day or two lessened the waste, 
but in a few days the trouble returned to its old proportions. 
By referring to the tables may be seen the effect of such a 
raid about the 19th and 20th of December, the waste decreas- 
ing from an average of 42,000 gallons to 23,475 gallons on 
the 19th ; but soon, again rising to 35,000 gallons. 


There are weighty reasons, besides the cost of pumping, 
why this great waste of water should be reduced,—among the 
strongest of which is this: that the water which is supplied 
the town from the filtering galleries is of a pure and spring- 
like quality, entirely different from that in Charles river, the 
temperature in the galleries always ranging between 48 and 
52 degrees F., summer and winter, and it is found by experi- 
ment that the amount of water finding its way from the river 
to the galleries is very little, if any at all. 

The galleries can be relied on to furnish during the dry 
season, between 900,000 and 1,000,000 gallons daily. Be- 
yond this amount of daily supply, (which has been exceeded 
several times,) the excess must be filtered from the river, 
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and although, as the pumping works are now situated, an 
ample supply can be delivered even in the time of the great- 
est drought, limited only by the capacity of the pumps, or 
our rights under our charter, yet it should be remembered 
that the larger the quantity called for or consumed, over 
900,000 gallons daily, the poorer the quality. It would there- 
fore appear that by practising the least economy, the amount 
furnished by the galleries would be sufficient for several years 
to come.

To the Brookline Water Board: 

GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present herewith the 
annual report of the Superintendent for the year ending 
Feb. 1, 1882. 


EXTENSION OF STREET-MaAINS. 


The expense of laying 3,950 feet of 14-inch pipe in Boyls- 
ton street, from Cypress street to Fisher avenue, and 1,550 
feet of 16-inch pipe in Fisher avenue, from Boylston street 
to reservoir, was $12,740.36,— a less sum than estimated, 
owing to fall in price of iron. 

The 6-inch mains added, with cost of each, are as follows: 

Goddard avenue, from Cottage street southerly, a distance 
of 1237.4 feet. Total cost, $1,689.46. . 

Beacon street, from pipe as before laid near Tappan street, 
to Englewood avenue, a distance of 1501 feet, and from 
this point along Englewood avenue, a distance of 462 feet. 
Total expense, $2,063.18. 


SERVICE-PIPE..

HYDRANTS.

RESERVOIR AND FILTERING GALLERIES. 


In addition to the regular work at the reservoir, the under- 
ground gallery leading from the outlet chamber, was plas- 
tered for an additional distance of 75 feet, and an invert laid 
down the side of reservoir from the old inlet pipe. 

The filtering galleries appear to be in as good condition as 
a year ago. The grounds around the pumping station have 
been ‘somewhat improved the past year. There is room, 
however, for a much more extended improvement, and it is 
hoped each year that something will be done in this direction. 


CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


Quite an effort has been made the past year to prevent a 
_ waste of water. The result is quite apparent, but by referring 
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to table annexed it will be seen that still a large proportion 
of water supplied the town is needlessly wasted. A very 
careful inspection of every water-fixture in town the last of 
November and the first of December, resulted in reducing 
the leakage nearly one-half, or about 100,000 gallons per 
day, but this lasted for a short time only, and in order to 
keep the leakage at as small a figure, a regular monthly 1 in- 
spection would te necessary. 

It is hoped that every water-taker in town will carefully 
examine table showing leakage. 

I subjoin the following tables, the record of consumption, 
leakage, location of gates, hydrants, etc.

PUMPING-STATION, BROOKLINE WATER-W ORKS, 
WeEsT Roxpury, Feb. 7th, 1882. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of ° 
the Engineer for the year ending Feb. 1, 1882. 

The pumping engines are in first-class condition, and have 
needed no repairs since my last report. A new set of grate- 
bars have been put in furnace. of boiler No. 2, and some 
slight alterations made in the steam pipes. The boilers are 
in good condition, but the foundations still continue to settle, 
and will need extensive repairs during the year. 

The duty of the engine is better than last year, but not as 
good as it should be. ‘This is owing to the defective boiler- 
setting. In my report to the Water Board last April on the 
condition of the boilers, I suggested a remedy for the defect, 
and would respectfully call the attention of the board to that 
report. 

The following tables show the record of the engines for the 
year, and the pumping expenses.

The report of the Superintendent of Grammar and Pri- 
mary Schools is printed with this report, and furnishes full 
information in relation to their work. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The modified course of study in the High school was 
entered upon in September, the beginning of the school 
year. The two lowest classes are following that course 
strictly; but as the other two classes had spent so much 
time in the old course, it seemed advisable that they should 
finish, without interruption, the course they had begun; 
though the most important changes in the new course are 
made in the studies of the last two years. The proposed 
changes must be introduced gradually and judiciously. So 
far as these changes are to be tested by experiment, time as 
yet does not enable us to decide; but we believe the studies, 
as now arranged, are an improvement upon the former. 
arrangement, and meet approximately the requirements of 
the best views on High school training. 

It would be difficult to give the town a more concise state- 
ment of what is attempted in the schools, and what the Com- 
mittee believe is accomplished with reasonable thoroughness, 
than by a transcript of the questions which were given at 
three stages of the course in the last annual examination.

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CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


Since the last school year there have been a few changes in 
our school management. Miss M. Pickering, a valued Pri- 
mary teacher, resigned from the Pierce school, and her place 
was supplied by the transfer of Miss 8S. L. Harris from the 
Harvard school. The vacancy thus made was filled by the 
appointment of Miss Mary E. Kingsbury. Miss M. S. 
Donaldson of the Pierce school, and Miss C. W. Gookin of 
the Ward, also resigned at the close of the last school year. 
The place of the former was filled by the appointment of 
Miss Anna E. Edwards, that of the latter by the transfer of 
Miss E. A. Rausch. Miss Annie M. Osgood was appointed to 
fill Miss Rausch’s place. In October, Miss J. C. Carroll hav- 
ing resigned, Miss M. F. Taylor was appointed to that class 
in the Ward school. 

Miss C. E. Ballou, a beloved and successful teacher in the 
Longwood school, died soon after the schools reassembled in 
the autumn. She had gained the confidence of both her 
pupils and the Committee, and will be much missed. Her 
place was filled by the appointment of Miss C. M. Frost. 

Prof. Henry G. Carey, our former music teacher, has been 
reappointed in the place of Mr. O. B. Brown, resigned. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The Evening school was opened Nov. 28, and now numbers 
forty-four pupils. It isin charge of Mr. N. H. Harriman as 
principal, with Miss Nellie Shea as assistant, and Miss E. T. 
Parker as teacher in drawing. ‘The school has been removed 
from the old Town Hall to the High school building, occupy- 
ing the two lowerrooms. ‘This change has been advantageous. 
Two thirds of the pupils are either beginning reading and 
writing, or ave made little progress in them, and would not 
be able to take up studies which imply power to read and 
understand what is read. They are, however, for the most 
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part, young men and women who, conscious of lack, have set 
vigorously to work to improve the opportunity afforded by 
the school, and are making good progress. 

The introduction of drawing was regarded as experimental, 
but the interest manifested and the work accomplished seems 
likely to justify its continuance as a permanent feature. 


ADDITIONAL SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The subject of additional school accommodation was early 
in the year referred to a sub-committee, who have made very 
careful examination of the matter and presented a unanimous 
report, recommending the enlargement of the Boylston 
school building. After full consideration the report of the 
sub-committee was adopted by a majority of the whole board, 
as the report of the board to the town. 


REPORT. 


The school population, as will be seen by the occompany- ~ 
ing table, has increased largely since 1876. Nearly 200 
pupils, or 20 per cent. of the entire number, have been added 
the past seven years. ‘The High school and the Heath street 
school show a considerable decrease, while in the Ward and 
Pierce districts there have been large additions. The 
Ward, Boylston, and Sewall street schools, are in the Ward 
district. The number belonging in 1876 was 427 ; number at 
present is 539, being an increase of 112, or 26 per cent. The 
Pierce, Harvard, Lawrence and Longwood schools are in the 
Pierce district, and we have employed a portion of our space 
in this district to relieve the Ward, and to such an extent that 
many of the rooms are now crowded to excess. In 1876 the 
number in this district was 408; at present it is 5385, show- 
ing an increase of 127, or 31 per cent. The apparently large 
increase In this district is due to the transfer of pupils already 
mentioned. There has been, therefore, in the two districts 
named, an addition of 239 pupils since 1876, and the extra 
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room provided has been the Sewall street school, affording 
accommodation for 90 pupils. The large increase of pupils 
during the past year, and the crowded condition of many of 
our schools, have caused the consideration of this subject and 
led to the inquiry, how can the pupils that will probably 
apply for admission another season be accommodated ? 

The schools that seem to require relief are those in the 
Ward and Pierce districts. | Considering that the town owns 
a valuable tract of land surrounding the Boylston school, and 
that. this building was erected and placed upon the lot with 
a view to future enlargement, and especially as the increase 
of pupils may be expected largely from that vicinity, we are 
impressed with the desirability of carrying out the original 
intention and making the additions as drawn upon the accom- 
panying plan; while not more than two rooms will be 
required for one, or possibly two years, yet the design of the 
structure will be more effective, and the interior arrangements 
more complete by providing for the construction of four 
rooms, two upon each floor, than in any other way. The 
addition will thus form the central portion of the building, 
with the present building as one wing, reserving for future 
needs to cause the completion by the addition of the remain- 
ing wing. This plan seems to present the most economical, 
and a desirable way of making provision for the future. 

As the call for increased room comes mainly from the 
Primary departments, and of the schools already named, 
we have investigated the facts as they now exist with respect 
to these schools. In the Ward school we find the Primary 
classes occupying four rooms. ‘Two rooms have 43 pupils 
each, one 46, and one 57 pupils. There is not any first 
class, and but 29 pupils in the second; so that allowing all 
the pupils to take regular promotion, this department will be 
relieved of but 29 pupils another year, besides those that 
drop out from other causes, but which in a Primary depart- 
ment is quite small. There are 64 pupils at present in the 
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lowest Primary class, composed of those that have entered 
within a year. It is fair to assume that the number of pupils 
that will apply for admission during the year will not differ 
materially from the past year. Upon this supposition, there 
will be about 15 to enter the lowest Primary grade in the 
spring and: 60 in the fall, or 65 during the year; deducting 
29 pupils that will graduate, leaves 46 as an accession to be 
provided for in some way. In the Boylston school there are 
two rooms, one containing 36 pupils and the other 40. In 
the ordinary course of promotion, 28 pupils will leave the 
school during the year, and upon the same basis as here- 
tofore mentioned, there will be 28 additions, so that this 
school will remain in the same condition as regards number. 
In the Sewall street school there are two rooms, with 40 
pupils in one, and 46 in the other. There are 31 pupils in 
the 5th Grammar class, so that the school is not exclusively 
Primary. These pupils will be transferred next fall to the 
Ward school in case room can be made for them. As there 
are 49 pupils in the class of same grade already in the Ward 
school, unless there is an unusual falling off, 1t will not be 
possible to unite these classes and form one class of 4th grade. 
A. portion could possibly be transferred to the Lawrence 
school, though the indications are that Miss Bean will have 
two classes, comprising 45 pupils. In that case, it will not 
be possible to make any such transfer. There will be about 
31 new pupils next fall to provide for at the Sewall school, 
equal to the number mentioned as in the line of promotion. 
For the reasons mentioned, it does not appear in what way 
provision is to be made for the class of 31 promoted. ‘There 
is certainly a surplus here that will require an increase of 
room. 

The Pierce Primary department is not at present over 
crowded. It is divided into three rooms, containing 36, 33 
and 52 pupils, respectively. Another year, 36 pupils will 
pass out and about 40 new ones will be added. These 
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classes are likely to increase rather than diminish, as_trans- 
fers or entries are being constantly made to accommodate 
parties residing out of the immediate district, and are espe- 
cially permitted on account of the crowded condition of the 
other schools. It is not safe to count upon any surplus room 
in this school. 

The summary of the foregoing is that there will be in all 
probability from 40 to 50 pupils in the lowest grade in excess 
of our accommodations, and from 20 to. 30 pupils in the 5th 
Grammar ; so that one additional room will positively be re- 
quired, and possibly two rooms will be needed. It will not 
be wise or even prudent to delay making provision till the 
want is actually upon us. In our opinion, work should be 
commenced early in the spring, so as to have the rooms 
ready for occupancy in the autumn, and the subject should be 
laid before the town at the March meeting, and the necessary 
appropriation solicited. 

We should also not lose sight of the fact that the town is 
growing perceptibly, and the prospect is that another year 
will witness further growth; and a very important matter in 
connection therewith is suitable school accommodation. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


Monthly meetings of the teachers with the Committee 
have been continued and the interest in them fully main- 
tained. Alternate months the meetings have, been addressed 
by educators from other places, with advantage to all who 
attended ; but the meetings conducted by the teachers them- 
selves are believed to have been of equal advantage. They 
have brought the teachers together in a helpful way, and 
made teachers and Committee better acquainted with the 
work and purpose of each. The discussions have been frank, 
suggestive and entirely practical. 
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INDUSTRIAL INSTRUCTION. 


The report of ‘the Advisory Board is printed with this re- 
port and the Committee desire to endorse their recommenda- 
tion for an appropriation for industrial instruction during the 
summer vacation. The funds for the experiment of last year 
were provided by private subscription.

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REPORT OF THE ADVISORY BOARD. 


The ladies of the Advisory Board are called upon for a 
report of their observations through the past year. 

We are glad to say that the success in collecting the 
‘¢penny savings” last year has led to the collection being 
taken in more rooms this year. 

‘Penny savings” are now collected in two rooms in the 
Pierce school, one inthe Harvard school, one in the Lawrence 
school, and three in the Ward school,—seven rooms in all.

The trial of an Industrial Vacation School last summer, 
after the inevitable mistakes of an experiment were con- 
quered, proved a success, which we hope very much will be 
‘recognized as such by the town, and money appropriated 
for the regular maintenance of such teaching for the boys. 

The excellent lessons on elementary physics and botany 
given at the teachers’ meetings, have already brought good 
results, and given to some of the teachers subjects for 
familiar talks. The lessons on. botany will, we hope, be still 
more used in the spring. 

We cannot be two careful of the influences that come to 
the child in its earliest years,—the indirect often more strong 
than that of words or direct teaching. 

In this connection the feilenanae remarks by one Be the 
board are appropriate : 
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‘When it is said that the public school is the bulwark of 
the American Republic, I sometimes wonder if teachers con- 
sider seriously enough why it is so, and if they realize how 
easily it becomes a source of danger instead of safety. Only 
so far as the education received there develops character of 
the right kind, is it of any use to the nation. 

‘« It is to the personal influence of the individual teacher, for 
instance, that we must look to prevent the unchristian spirit 
of emulation from hardening the hearts of boys and girls 
toward each other, and to see that the working for a high 
‘per cent.’ does not degenerate into a love of show, instead 
of a love of learning. 

‘¢ Above all must they look to it that the so-called ‘educa- 
tion’ does not beget a contempt for honest labor, and all that 
goes with it—parents often included. 

**’To be like the teacher is the secret and worthy ambition 
of many a pupil. This is a fearful responsibility, but if 
teachers only knew it, it is also an inestimable privilege. 
Children who are reached in no other way by any refining 
or elevating influence, feel it through and through in the 
personal magnetism of a teacher. In dealing with girls, all 
teachers do not realize the importance of thought in the mat- 
ter of dress. The love of dress and the extravagant ideas to 
‘which it gives rise are among the most serious dangers to 
which girls are exposed. Teachers should not forget this. 

‘¢ Aside from the question of taste and fitness, which would 
seem to suffice to banish all expensive and dressy fabrics, all 
elaboration of dress, and especially jewelry from the school 
room, there is the very serious moral question of the personal 
influence on the taste of half-educated girls and boys. 

‘¢ A teacher is to them a type and model; let her be care- 
ful to stand for the results of the best education. 

‘It is a great moral step when girls have been taught to 
admire simplicity and neatness as seen in the model teacher, 
and to prefer them to ornament and show, a taste for which 
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leads to the extravagance which has been the first step in the 
downfall and ruin of many a character and household. 

‘*To teach these things is in the power of every public 
school teacher, and it is often a lesson of more value than all 
the arithmetic in christendom.” | 

We wish still to repeat our sense of the need of simple 
lessons on money; on the conditions which effect the rate of 
wages,—the principles of honest government by a self-goy- 
erned people. In that direction we rejoice in the increase in 
the collection of ‘* penny savings.” 

‘©A child who is helped to deny himself some trifling 
gratification, who is encouraged to save by degrees a few 
shillings for helping his parents in a time of family misfor- 
tune, or for his own use for equipment on leaving school for 
work, has received a practical lesson in forethought and self- 
restraint, which will probably abide with him for life.”

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. OF GRAMMAR 
AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Brookline: 


I herewith respectfully submit my report for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1882. | 

The work of the past year shows gratifying results. The 
teachers have been faithful, and many enthusiastic in their 
work. Truancy has decreased ; tardiness, especially in the 
Ward school, has diminished, and the pupils have shown 
more than usual interest in their lessons. 

The work done in the schools, but more. particularly in the 
Primaries, is so unlike what it was a few years ago as to lead 
to wide misconception regarding present methods and courses 
of instruction, and I have thought it best to depart some- 
what from the usual custom, and present what may be well 
known to the board, but which may serve to give needed 
information to the town as to our method of procedure, 
from the time the child enters school at five years of age, or 
thereabouts, to the end of the Grammar school course, em- 
bracing a period of nine years. 


READING. 


Although I presented my views on reading, to some extent, 
a year ago, the subject is so important I cannot refrain from 
adding a few lines at this time. The importance of teaching 
reading well, and all that is implied thereby, cannot, it seems 
to me, be over-estimated, as on leaving school the two princi- 
pal sources of obtaining information are from reading and 
observation. The pupil must be taught not only to call words 
readily, but he must be able to appropriate to himself the 
thoughts the author intends to be conveyed, as expressed in 
phrases and sentences. To this end, much patient drill in 
definitions will be necessary, as also practice in expressing in 
pupil’s own language what he reads. 
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The plan heretofore in use has given too little variety in 
reading — one book answering for a year, and perhaps two 
years, and that containing many pieces poorly adapted to 
the age and capacity of the pupils —and the natural result is 
that We are drilled to read a very few selections quite well ; 
but little taste for reading is acquired from the narrow limit 
and meagre supply of books. Much has been done, particu- 
larly in the Primary schools, to remedy this defect, but if we 
expect the best results from reading in the schools, much 
more remains to be done in the way of supplymg a greater 
variety of reading matter for the Grammar schools. 

How can this be done without at the same time adding 
materially to the cost of the schools? If arrangements could 
be made with the trustees of the Public Library to furnish a 
few sets of books—say 25 to 50 books to a set—on such sub- 
jects as would meet the approval of the Committee, and then 
loan them to classes designated, for so long a time as might 
be necessary to have them read properly, one step would 
then be taken towards securing good books for the children 
to read, and without adding directly to the cost of the 
schools. ‘The teachers could prescribe the number of pages 
to be read in a given time, the manner in which the books 
should be read, perhaps requiring the pupils to keep notes, 
and then set apart an hour a week for conversation and 
examination upon the subjects read. ‘This is similar to a 
plan successfully tried in the Wells school in Boston, and I 
suggest it for your consideration. 

F aan the child on entering school was confronted with 
twenty-six characters which we call the alphabet, and which 
he was required to learn as a preliminary step to aid him to 
read, often spending weeks, and even months, before they 
were fully mastered ; and still there was no more connection 
between the letters when learned and the words he used in 
talking, and which he would soon use in reading, than there 
is between the various materials which enter into the compo- 
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sition of a house and the house itself, or the different parts 
of a chain which go to make a complete whole. 

How does a child recognize a bird? Certainly not by hay- 
ing his attention first called to his feathers, then to his wings, 
feet, legs, beak, etc.; but he sees the bird as a whole. <A 
few repetitions of seeing and observing familiarize him with 
the object. Synthesis and analysis belong to a later period 
of his education. 

But the question is often asked, «*‘ When and how will the 
child learn his letters?” In brief I would say, very much as 
he learns many other things almost unconsciously, or at 
least without special instruction from the teacher or much 
effort on the part of the child. Further on I will state how 
he learns them, if at a certain stage of his progress he does 
not already know them. 


How po WE BEGIN? 


On entering school every child has a limited vocabulary at 
his command. He can use his list of words with more or 
less fluency, and he comprehends what his teacher says, so 
far as she confines herself to sentences within his range of 
ideas; but as yet he does not recognize a single word 
when presented to his eye, either on the printed or written 
page. So far his sense of hearing has been largely used in 
acquiring a knowledge of words, and they have a significance 
only when heard, never when seen. He is now ready to be 
taught from the black-board the characters which are simply 
the representations of the words he speaks. Soon a familiarity 
with the words recalls vividly the objects or actions for which 
they stand. 

We use script chiefly in teaching reading for the first five 
months, although some teachers almost from the start take 
the printed words in connection with the written. 

The teacher writes a simple word on the board, as:‘man, or 
cat, and the child writes it on his slate over and over again, 
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.the teacher adding new words as fast as the child becomes 
familiar with the list already given. In the course of five 
months the child has a list of 50 to 100 words which he 
recognizes at sight, and he ought to be able to read any 
sentences made from this list of words, although he may 
never before have seen the particular combination or 
arrangement. 

If we should show a child a dozen objects placed in a line, 
and ask him to name them in order from left to right, he 
would do it readily, provided he was sufficiently familiar with 
them to call them by name. Change the order and he still 
could do it. He can do the same with words. 

But it may be urged that there is a greater similarity 
between a score of promiscuous words than between the 
same number of selected objects. This is undoubtedly true, 
and in teaching words, care must be exercised in pointing out 
differences which exist. It gives an opportunity to cultivate 
habits of observation and discrimination. 

In the early steps of the child’s work, the characters which 
he makes for words are rude indeed; but they mean some- 
thing to him, and by recognizing and encouraging every 
honest effort, and kindly pointing out defects, the progress is 
often wonderful. 

It is impossible in a brief report to state very minutely the 
progressive steps, but, in less than a year some pupils will 
read quite readily from the primers commonly used in the 
schools, and in less than two years they will write simple 
sentences from dictation, or copy in script simple prose from 
their readers. ! 

The slates are all ruled alike, being uniform in width of 
spaces, thus giving the child a guide for height of letters, 
while the oblique lines at the top show their slant. The third 
year pupils can write quite a passable story or composition 
upon some simple subject, or from a picture placed before 
them, which suggests thoughts for them to express. 
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WRITING. 


Copy books are used to some extent in all the classes above 
the lowest grade. The first book is simply for tracing, and 
the first half of each page in Book II. is also for tracing. 
All other books have a copy at the top of each page. 

Pupils must be taught their letters in connection with their 
writing, in case they do not already know them. Great care 
should be exercised in the drill books, and we aim to secure 
good position of the body at the desk, and to cultivate cor- 
rect habits of holding the pen; but in watching the classes 
in their writing we are convinced that we sometimes fail in 
the latter attempt. Blank books in which to copy abstracts 
of lessons, compositions, selections of prose and poetry, etc., 
alternate with the copy books in the grammar grades. With 
these suggestions in regard to the use of the blank books, 
every teacher is left to make her own selections. These 
books are really a better test than the copy books, as showing 
what the classes can do, there being no copy as a guide for 
style, size, or slant of the letters. ; 


DRAWING. 
Primary Department. 

_ For lower primary grades,—copying on their slates, lessons 
given from the black-board by the teacher, comprising all the 
work in books 1 and 2 of Smith’s drawing-books ; names and 
definitions of the most simple terms used in drawing. 

Grades 1 and 2,—Drawing in books 1 and 2, learning to 
use the pencil and rubber, and to draw lines neatly. 


Grammar Department. 


Books 3 to 9,—each class to complete one book in each 
term. These books contain lessons in straight and curved line 
forms, gradually growing more difficult ; forms used in design, 
designs, geometrical and perspective views of objects, 
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geometry, lessons from the black-board, dictation, memory, 
and objects, the various styles of ornament used by different 
nations. 

ARITHMETIC. 

Arithmetic in some form is taught in all the grades, from 
the lowest to the highest. In the Primary schools it is taught 
under the technical name of numbers, and we rely mainly 
upon the efficiency and ingenuity of the teachers, they avail- 
ing themselves of the suggestions found in the course of 
study, together with such hints or advice as may be given 
from time to time by the Committee or Superintendent. ~ In 
the earliest stages of teaching numbers, the pupils are gath- 
ered around a table, on which are blocks, counters, buttons, 
acorns or some other simple objects. These the children can 
handle in counting, adding, subtracting, and in fact, in per- 
forming all the operations in numbers for some months. 
They are not hurried, as all we expect for the first five 
months’ work is to develop the numbers 1, 2, 3 and 4, mak- 
ing no combination greater than 4, and for the year no 
combination greater than 10; which includes the ability to 
make the figures used, also a knowledge of the Roman num- 
bers in order, to X. 

Instead of teaching the multiplica’ion table as formerly, 
we use what is known as Grube’s method, by which we teach 
all the processes,—addition, subtraction, multiplication and 
division, as far as we advance, which is distributed through 
the Primary course as follows: lst year, to 10; 2d year, to 
50% 3diyear; to.1,000.. ~ . 

At first we allow the pupils to see and handle the objects 
as they make their computations. The next step is to require 
them to make the combinations while the articular objects 
are in their minds, but not seen, allowing them to test their 
answers by immediately referring to the objects; and lastly 
we require abstract work, It is impossible here to any mhore 
than outline the work. 
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In the Grammar schools the work is carried on with the aid 
of arithmetics in the hands of the pupils. The object for 
which we are constantly striving is to enable the pupils in the 
end to become self-reliant ; comprehending principles rather 
than relying upon rules which soon pass from the mind. 


LANGUAGE AND GRAMMAR. 


Two years ago I stated somewhat fully what we aimed to 
accomplish in language. I have already alluded to the work 
in the Primary schools. 

In the course of study, under the head of Language, for 
the sixth class we find these suggestions :—‘‘ Oral instruction, 
—KExercises in correcting errors in speech or writing,— 
Practice in the use of capitals,—Read and tell short stories, 
and require pupils to write all they remember,—Copy para- 
graphs from reader,—Letter writing.” 

Hooker’s Child’s Book of Nature is used at least twice a 
week in the 4th, 5th and 6th classes, and this gives a variety 
of subjects for dictation and composition exercises. The Ist, 
2d and 3d classes have dictation exercises from other works 
of Dr. Hooker. In addition to the above, Swinton’s Language 
Lessons are used in the four upper classes, and in whatever 
form or under whatever name, whether dictation, composition, 
language or grammar, the object and end in view is the same ; 
namely, to enable the pupils to speak and write the English 
language correctly. 


History. 


We aim in all our grades to interest the pupils as much as 
possible in the history of nations, their industries, state of 
civilization, their governments and religion, their intercourse 
with one another by means of trade and commerce, and the 
effect produced thereby. United States History is taught in 
the 2d and 3d classes, and English History in the Ist class. 
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From the discovery of America in 1492, down to the pres- 
ent time, we try to fix in the minds of the pupils the most 
important events, the causes, results and effects, without 
intending to confine them to the language of their text-books. 
We encourage originality of expression so far as practicable, 
im their written abstracts, not holding them so much to pre- 
cise dates, as to natural order and sequence of events; aiming, 
however, to fix in the mind a few prominent dates, which 
may be considered in the light of historical land-marks.

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TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


THE Trustees herewith submit their twenty-fifth annual 
report, together with those of the librarian and the treasurer 
of the board. | 7 

The report of the librarian is a full and comprehensive 
account of the present condition of the library, and tells in 
detail the story of its management for the twelve months 
past. The report of the treasurer shows the Gardner Fund 
and the Hall Fund to be advantageously invested, and the 
income to have been regularly paid in. 


The number of books in the library is 26,158. 

The circulation during the year has been 43,699. 

The additions during the year have been 977 volumes and 
186 pamphlets. 


The great undertaking of the year has been the Supple- 
mentary Catalogue. It contains all the additions made to 
the library since the publication of the catalogue of 1873, 
and contains the titles of more than 10,000 books, with 
voluminous cross references and carefully studied analyses. 
Although the number of books included is less than one-half 
of the total number on the shelves, it 1s safe to say that it 
represents the most intrinsically valuable’ portion of the 
library. The income of the two funds having enabled the 
trustees to purchase during the last nine years, numerous 
works of high character and considerable cost. 

The task of compiling this catalogue has been accomplished 
by Miss Bean, the librarian, without extra aid, and its mag-. 
nitude can only be appreciated by those conversant with the 
science of catalogue work. Miss Bean has also had the sole 


133 


superintendence of the printing of the five hundred and forty 
pages, which in itself has involved a great amount of labor. 

The Trustees feel that they cannot too much commend this 
elaborate and skilfully prepared volume, which they believe 
will compare favorably with the best of its kind. 

The sheets are now finished and in the hands of the binder, 
and the frequenters of the library will soon have the oppor- 
tunity of availing themselves of the great additional facility 
thus afforded. 

Twenty-five years have nearly elapsed since the germ of 
the Brookline Public Library, consisting of 900 volumes, 
appeared in a corner of the old Town Hall building. These 
were opened to the town on the second of December, 1857. 
The first quarter of a century of its existence, however, will 
be rounded out on the 30th of March, this year, that being 
the month when the town voted its establishment. 

Perhaps no institutions have won their way to public favor 
more rapidly than town libraries during that period, and in: 
no case is this fact more strongly illustrated than in that of: 
Brookline. | 

When the erection of the library-buildng was con-. 
templated, so strong was the opposition to it in certain 
quarters, that an injunction against it was actually applied 
for in the Supreme Court. To-day a fine building containing 
over 26,000 volumes, with a reading-room upon whose tables 
are spread 78 periodicals, provides for the old and young, 
literary instruction and entertainment, which the inhabitants 
were formerly forced to seek at a distance or live without 
possessing. 

It has endowments from private citizens amounting to 
$15,000, and receives liberal appropriations for its main- 
tenance, annually voted by tax-payers with rarely a 
dissentient voice. 

The duties of the library for the past year, have been, as 
heretofore, faithfully attended to by those in charge of the 
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several departments. Whilst testifying to the merit of all, 
*the Trustees would especially recognize the devotion of the 
librarian, who, tied to her desk by the extraordinary labor 
required by the new catalogue, voluntarily sacrificed her 
vacation, and remained at her post without relaxation, 
during the entire summer. ; 

The Trustees earnestly desire to consult all the varying 
tastes of those who call for books, and therefore would again 
call attention to the register kept at the delivery desk, in 
which the titles of all books called for or suggested, and 
which are not already in the library, may be entered. 

Such entries are always carefully considered by the 
Trustees, and some of them have brought under considera- 


tion books of value, which would possibly not have been 


otherwise added to the library.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


BROOKLINE, Feb. gel ye in 


To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library: 

GENTLEMEN, — My tenth annual report is herewith respect- 
fully submitted, setting forth the details and results of our 
library work for the official year ending January 31, 1882. 

I cannot forget that this contributes to the twenty-fifth 
report of the institution, a point in its history which seems 
to call for more than the ordinary record of a year’s work, 
‘and I had hoped to prepare a careful resumé of the history 
and work of the quarter century as well, but the task of 
printing the Supplement has so completely ‘absorbed my 
time up to date that no thorough investigation of the records 
and reports has been possible, consequently the attempt has 
been reluctantly abandoned, rather than treat the subject but 
indifferently well. 

I may be pardoned, however, for having appended to this 
report, as a matter of interest to the curious, and of possible 
use to the statistician of the future, a tabular statement of 
the growth and circulation for the whole twenty-five years. 

The special history of the year 1881-2 has several ele- 
ments for congratulation beyond its. general maintainance of 
rank in condition, growth, and circulation; or the accom- . 
plishment of its full measure of routine and special work. 
These elements go below the surface of demand and supply 
of current reading, and strike the deeper mines of study and 
research. 

There really seems to have sprung up a realization of the 
fact that there is hidden wealth in the library, which all may 
share for the asking, and it gives me genuine pleasure to 
report that some of this toate is ae appropriated in 
directions which can but produce the best reaies 
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CONDITION. 


The library is in every way well-conditioned and well- 
prepared to do efficient work, its entire collection of books 
is fully catalogued, and the books themselves in as good con- 
dition as constant use will allow. 

There are no serious complaints of abuse to make, 
although several fines have been imposed and collected dur- 
ing the year, and quite a number of cases are still awaiting 
my attention. 

The number of books worn sufficiently to be withdrawn or 
re-bound has also been comparatively small, only 77 volumes 
being totally unfit for use, and 214 others sent to the binder 
for repairs. 

Our shelves now contain 24,441 books in actual service, 
and 1,717 unused duplicates, making an aggregate of 26,158 
volumes, and it may safely be added that the library, as a 
whole has been so carefully and judiciously selected that few 
changes could be desired, even in the light of recent criti- 
cism and discussion. 


ACCESSIONS. 


The story of accessions may be briefly told: fewer gifts 
have been received, less books purchased, and a smaller num- 
ber bound from the current periodicals than usual. 

Despite this falling off in figures, the accession catalogue 
and book-binder’s schedules, together record 629 purchases, 
231 gifts, and 117 bound serials, making a total increase of 
977 yolumes, with the additional items of 186 pamphlets and 
248 miscellaneous numbers of magazines and reviews. 

Contributions of books, pamphlets, and sets of unbound 
periodicals have been received. from numerous friends, and 
their kindness is gratefully acknowledged. Many of these’ 
gifts deserve special mention, both on account of their num- 
ber and value, but the limits of the report will not permit, 
and attention can only be called to them in a general way by 
reference to Appendix A. 
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CIRCULATION. 


The record of circulation shows 306 working-days, in 
which 43,699 volumes were delivered for home use, averaging 
143 per day. The downward tendency of these figures is 
owing, in a measure, to known efforts on the part of parents, - 
teachers, and library authorities to stem the tide of rapid and 
indiscriminate reading which has been so prevalent among the 
young. ‘This indication of partial success becomes, there- 
fore, a matter of rejoicing. 

The extremes of daily loans were reached on March 5th 
and June 17th, when 374 and 18 volumes, respectively, were — 
delivered. 

An additional 1,866 volumes have been loaned for refer- 
ence and special use in the reading-room, making the entire 
supply of books, as recorded at the desk, amount to 45,565 
volumes. | 

Three books have been lost during the year, two of which 
were immediately replaced by the losers, and the third 
promised. One book, accidentally injured, has been rebound 
at the expense of the borrower. 

- Postal notices have been sent on 3,014 overdue accounts, 
and fines to the amount of $123.07 collected. 


THE SUPPLEMENT. 


It gives me pleasure to report the completion of the long- 
needed and long-expected supplement to the catalogue. Its 
preparation and printing has been the great work of the 
year, and one which has occupied all my time and thought 
for nearly ten months. The intense anxiety and mental 
strain of such labor can never be fully understood except by 
those familiar with catalogue work and catalogue proof- 
reading. I therefore despair of giving any adequate idea of 
the ordeal, even to those of you who are most conversant 
with my methods of work. 
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The first draft of titles was in manuscript-slips at the time 
of my last report, and portions of the work were alphabeti- 
_ eally arranged. Since May last, the alphabetical work has 
been completed, all new books, up to July, have been cata- 
logued and incorporated in the manuscript, and the whole 
carefully revised and corrected, 

The work upon copy was far enough advanced to begin 
printing September Ist, and the entire catalogue was com- 
pleted January 31st. The volumes are now in the hands of 
the binders and will be ready for delivery within two weeks. 
The work is finished. If it only proves all that I have 
striven to make it, and wins your approval, the labor will 
not have been in vain. 

In reporting at length upon my special work, I cannot but 
remember my indebtedness to Miss Woods, who has been 
indefatigably at her post, relieving me not only of all care of 
that department, but cheerfully taking many of the details of 
my usual work upon herself, besides rendering valuable 
assistance upon the new supplement, by verifying all the num- 
bers from the proof-sheets. My appreciation of these special 
services, and of the faithful and efficient discharge of duty 
on the part of both assistants is gratefully acknowledged.

PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March, 1881, the 
sum of one thousand dollars was appropriated for the 
*<« Muddy River Improvement.” Immediately thereafter, the 
joint Commissioners of Boston and Brookline authorized 
Mr. Olmsted to elaborate his sketch of the proposed new 
Park-way, which was distributed in the Town Report of last 
year, and also authorized Mr. Wightman, the City Engineer, 
to make a detailed survey of the territory embraced in Mr. 
Olmsted’s plan—the town to be responsible for three-eighths 
of the expenses incurred. This work has been completed. 
Mr. Olmsted’s plan has been distributed from the office of 
Town Clerk, and is familiar to most of our citizens. The 
Commissioners have also a large plan giving in detail the 
areas of the different estates which it is proposed to include 
within the Park-way. 

The estimated number of square feet lying within the 
limits of the town, including marsh lands wholly or in part 
submerged by every tide, is as follows :—

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Upon this land are eight buildings on Brookline avenue, 
valued, according to the Assessors’ books, at from one hundred 
to one thousand dollars, each; and the Ward school-house, 
which, in Mr Olmsted’s. opinion, should be removed. 

The assessed valuation of this tract of land, as nearly as 
it can be ascertained, including buildings, exclusive of the 
town property, is forty thousand dollars. 

The valuation of the land lying within the city limits, as 
given on the same plan, is estimated by the Boston Park 
Commissioners at $409,130. 

In December last, the city authorities passed an order, 
directing the Treasurer to borrow the sum of $200,000, by 
the issue of bonds, to be denominated the ‘* Public Park 
Loan,” and authorizing the Park Commissioners to expend 
the same for the taking in fee, by purchase or otherwise, for 
the purpose of a Public Park, lands to the amount of 
$200,000, in assessed valuation. ‘* whenever the town of 
Brookline shall co-operate, and appropriate a proportionate 
sum for said (Muddy River) improvement.” 

The Boston Commissioners are now awaiting the action 
of the town in the matter. 

We therefore respectfully ask the town to authorize the 
issue of bonds to the amount of forty thousand dollars, to 
be expended by us from time to time, in procuring, by pur- 
chase or otherwise, the land, lying within the limits of the 
town, required to carry out Mr. Olmsted’s plan. 

We also ask for an appropriation of two thousand dollars 
for current expenses for the ensuing year. 

The attention of citizens is called to the following extract 

from the Boston Park Commissioner’s Report for 1881: 
— In this connection it is instructive to observe the 
changes in the tax valuations of the lands assessed for bet- 
terments, which have taken place since 187i, as evidence, 
favorable or otherwise, of the judgment of the Commission- 
ers in fixing the assessments as they did, * * * showing 
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an increase in 1881 over 1877, of $8,813,849, or 79 per 
cent., and yielding an increase. of revenue in 1881, at the 
rate of $13.90 per $1000, of $122,509.72, which is the 
present monetary value of the Park as affecting the city’s 
income, representing a value of three million dollars at 4 
per cent., and which justifies the opinion heretofore expressed 
by the board, that the Park is not a tax upon the city, but 
that the increased taxes from the surrounding property pay 
its cost.” ; 

In order that the citizens of the town may fully understand 
the authority under which the Park Commissioners propose 
to take this land for the purposes of a Park-way, an 
extract from the so-called ‘‘ Park Act” is appended. 

We also give the names of the land owners, with the 
amounts to be taken from each, as given on the plan of the 
City Engineer, which plan can be seen at the office of the 
Town Clerk.

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ExtTrACT FROM CuHap. 185, Acts or 1875. 


An Act for the laying out of Public Parks in or near the 

City of Boston. 

Sect. 3. Said board shall have power to locate within 
the limits of the city of Boston, one or more public parks ; 
and for that purpose, from time to time, to take in fee, by 
purchase or otherwise, any and all such jands as said board 
may deem desirable therefor; or to take bonds for the con- 
veyance thereof to said city, to lay out, improve, govern 
and regulate any such park or parks, and the use thereof; 
to make rules for the use and government thereof, and for 
breaches of such rules to affix penalties not exceeding twenty 
dollars for one offence, to be imposed by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction; to appoint all necessary engineers, 
surveyors, clerks and other officers, including a police force 
to act in such parks; to define the powers and duties of 
such officers, and fix the amount of their compensation; and 
generally to do all needful acts for the proper execution of 
the powers and duties granted to, or imposed upon said city, 
or said board, by this act: provided, however, that no land 
shall be taken, or other thing involving an expenditure of 
money done, until an appropriation, sufficient to cover the 
estimated expense thereof, shall have been made by a vote 
of two-thirds of each branch of the city council of said 
city. 

Sect. 4. Said board shall, within sixty days after the 
taking of any land under this act, file in the registry of deeds 
for the county in which the land is situated a description 
thereof, sufficiently accurate for identifying the same. 

Seot. 5. Said board shall estimate and determine all 
damages sustained by any persons by the taking of land or 
other acts of said board in the execution of the powers 
vested in them by this act; but any party agrieved by any 
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such determination of said board may have his damages 
assessed by a jury of the superior court, in the same manner 
as is provided by law with respect to damages sustained by 
reason of the laying out of ways in the city of Boston. 

Secor. 6. The fee of all lands taken or purchased by said 
board under this act shall vest in the city of Boston, and said 
city shall be liable to pay all damages assessed or determined, 
as provided in the preceding section, and all other costs and 
expenses incurred by said board in the execution. of the 
powers vested in them by this act. Said city shall also be 
authorized to take and hold in trust or otherwise any devise, 
grant, gift or bequest that may be made for the purpose of 
laying out, improving or ornamenting any parks in said city. 

Sect. 7. Any real estate in the city of Boston, which in 
the opinion of said board shall receive any benefit and ad- 
vantage from the locating and laying out of a park under the 
provisions of this act, beyond the general advantages to all 
real estate in the city of Boston, may, after like notice to 
all parties interested, as is provided by law, to be given by 
the street commissioners of the city of Boston in cases of 
laying out streets in said city, be assessed by said board for 
a proportional share of the expense of such location and lay- 
ing out: provided, that the entire amount so assessed upon ~ 
any estate shall not exceed one-half of the amount which 
said board shall adjudge to be the whole benefit received by it. 

Srcr. 8. No assessment shall be made as provided in the 
preceding section except within two years after the passage 
of the order, the execution of which causes the benefit for 
which the assessment is made. 

Sect. 9. All assessments made under this act shall con- 
stitute a lien upon the real estate so assessed, to be enforced 
and collected by the city of Boston, in the same manner and 
with like charges for costs and interest as is provided by law 
for the collection of taxes; and such assessments may be ap- 
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portioned by said board in like manner as assessments for 
benefits caused by the laying out of ways may now be appor- 
tioned by the street commissioners of said city. 


Secor. 10. Any party aggrieved by any assessment made 
by said board as aforesaid, may have the amount of the 
benefit received by his estate assessed by a jury of the supe- 
rior court in the same manner as is provided by law with re- 
spect to damages sustained by reason of the laying out aE 
ways in the city of Boston. 


Secr. 12. For the purpose of defraying the expenses 
incurred under the provisions of this act, the city council of 
Boston shall have authority to issue, from time to time, and 
to an amount not exceeding the amount actually expended 
for the purchase or taking of lands for said parks, bonds or 
certificates of debt, to be denominated, on the face thereof, 
the «* Public Park Loan,” and to bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, and to be payable at 
such periods as said council may determine. For the re- 
demption of such loan said council shall establish a sinking 
fund sufficient, with the accumulating interest, to provide 
for its payment at maturity. All sums received for better- 
ments shall be paid into said sinking fund, until such fund 
shall amount to a sum sufficient, with its accumulation, to’ 
pay at maturity the bonds for the security of which the fund 
was established. 


Sect. 13. No street or way, and no steam or horse rail- 
road shall be laid out over any portion of any park located 
under this act, except at such places and in such manner as 

said board shall approve. 


Sect. 16. The mayor of any city adjoining the city of 
Boston may, with the approval of the city council of such 
adjoining city, appoint, and the inhabitants of any town 
adjoining the city of Boston, may, at any legal meeting 
called for the purpose, elect park commissioners, who shall 
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have powers similar to those herein before given to the park 
commissioners of the city of Boston, to lay out, and im- 
prove parks within such adjoining city or town in conjunction 
or connection with any park laid out in Boston; and any 
park laid out by the park commissioners of such adjoining . 
city or town shall be subject to similar provisions to those 
herein before made regarding parks in Boston, and such ad- 
joining city or town shall have similar rights and be subject 
to similar duties to those herein before given to and imposed 
upon the city of Boston in relation to incurring debts for the 
purpose of defraying expenses incurred under this act: pro- 
vided, however, that the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to any such adjoining city that has not accepted the 
same by a vote of a majority of the legal voters at the an- 
nual meeting for the choice of municipal officers.

REPORT OF THE AUDITORS. 


The Auditors, for the year ending J anuary 31, 1882, have 
examined the accounts of Moses Withington, Treasurer of 
the Town of Brookline, of the Warren Tree Fund and of the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery Fund, and find the same correctly 
cast, and with proper warrants. They have also, so far as 
possible, examined into the receipts accruing to the town, 
and find the same correctly entered. They have also 
examined the accounts of C. D. Lincoln, Water Registrar, 
and find the same correctly cast, and with proper vouchers 
of payment. They have also counted the securities of the 
Sinking Fund, and examined the account of C. D. Head, 
its Treasurer, and find the same correct. 

They respectfully call the attention of the town to what 
seems to them the continued violation of Art. V., Sec. 9, of 
the Town By-laws, in reference to contracts by town oflicers, 
and would recommend that one of two things be done: i. e., 
either the town should very materially increase the penalty 
for breach of said by-law, and request the Selectmen to en- 
force the same, or else the town should abrogate the by-law 
altogether. An ordinance so constantly and flagrantly broken 
(as will be seen by looking over the items of the Treasurer’s 
report, etc.) is worse than none at all. 

The town has paid off $27,004.66 of its debt, but it has 
added to it $24,000 water bonds, leaving the net decrease 
only $3,004.66. The inference is obvious. The Auditors 
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respectfully urge and recommend the town to Jorrow less, - 
as it is very little use to attempt to expunge our debt if the 
town constantly keeps incurring fresh liabilities of almost 
the same amount as those paid. We should keep before 
us as examples, and take warning by, the bankrupt city of 
Elizabeth, New Jersey, and town of Wiscasset, Maine.

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REPORT OF THE’ ASSESSORS. 


The Assessors have the pleasure, in presenting their annual 
report, of congratulating their fellow-townsmen upon the good 
condition of the town affairs and the opening prospect of its 
future prosperity. The importance of a low rate of taxation 
and the necessity of strict economy of expenditure in order 
to maintain a low rate, is well understood, but it may be well 
to give it especial attention at this time in view of the great 
reduction in our resources which will be made by the law of 
last year effecting the assessment of morgaged property. 

Although, through this reduction, an increase in the rate may 
be inevitable, yet if a resolute determination be maintained 
to restrict the appropriations to what the public necessities 
absolutely require, we may still hope that a rate may be pre-. 
sented which shall be relatively moderate, and attractive to 
new residents. The effect of the law as it now stands, must 
be to largely increase the labors of the Assessors, and to re- 
quire additional clerical force, for which suitable appropria- 
tion should be made. The increase of assessible property 
for the last year was $853,600, and the indications point to 
a larger increase in the year to come. ‘The great natural 
advantages of our beautiful town for suburban residences, 
the uneqalled purity of its water, the salubrity of its air, the 
beauty of its scenery, the character and condition of its pub- 
lic works, and the excellency of its municipal government, 
surely justify in us the anticipation of a liberal share in the 
future growth and prosperity of the neighboring metropolis. 

Appended is a condensed statement of the taxes of the 
town,—with table of aggregates of expenditures, debt, valua- 
tion and rate up to the present time.
